| Chiihsien, East Szechwan, China. 
Deir Friends of the 
Just as my wife and I were finishing putting the Station Notes into 
shape, the post brought us welcome letters from Miss Hughes-Hallett 
and Bishop Houghton. The first letter enclosed the minutes of the meet- 
ing of the General Committee on June 24 and an account of the annual 
meeting which followed. I do feel thankful that such good meetings 
could be held under present war conditions and still more thankful as I 
think of. all who so interestedly pray for us even though they cannot 


- meet with others to'do so. Thank you all very much for your interest, 


your prayers and your gifts, which have enabled the Hon. Treasurer to 
send out, for this Diocese, the sum of £217 13s. 4d. during this year. 


This gift has been most welcome, and, besides meeting the quota for 


the Assistant Bishop’s stipend, has provided a good sum towards the 


stipends of the Archdeacons. Thus God has provided for our immediate. 


needs. Last year, when there was no remittance received from Eng- 
land, gifts came from Australia ; this year there has been no word so 
far from Sydney, but there has come this generous gift from London. 

May I here just briefly account for the use of these gifts. By 
stringent economy we are ‘able to keep our own expenditure.down so 
that we can meet from personal resources all travel and other expenses 
which had formerly been met from the Discretionary Fund, so that the 
whole of this remittance can be credited to the two stipend accounts 
as: I have mentioned above ; this will cover about half the necessary 
expenditure on these two accounts. A full statement will, of course, be 
sent to the Hon. Treasurer of the use of the monies forwarded by him.

June he paid a visit to Nanpu and.Futsunyi, but travelling and working 
in the heat seems to have over-taxéd his strength, and a letter written

He 
is not too strong and the burden of responsibility and the exacting 
demands of life in these days of war weigh heavily upon him. ~The 
_ same is somewhat true of Archdeacon Ts’ai, so that I should like to 
ask your prayers for them both. In faith, desire and devotion our 
friends set us a fine example, but seem now to lack the physical strength 
to carry out the work they so excellently plan. To me they. are a great 
help and I thank God for them. 


For the Rev. and Mrs. Wang Kung-ai, of Langchung, I would ask — 
for your sympathetic prayers also. Their eldest daughter, Chuh-yun, -

and fatal illness, there has. been a good deal of sickness among our 
Chinese colleagues and their families lately. It may be partly due to 
the great heat and serious drought during the latter part of the summer. 


_ Barly on, we had splendid rains which gave great promise for a 
good harvest, but later drought succeeded and much of the rice has 


been burnt up. Many fields seem full, but the ears are white and empty, 


a sad sight indeed ; so we seem to be back where we were and this 
coming year too will be one of shortage. Prices have again risen steeply - 
and after a hopeful.fall the price of rice is back where it was and 
that of other commodities has soared beyond all prévious figures. 


Many of you are very interested in the East Szechwan Bible Insti- 
tute. . At the end of June the first class finished their two years of 
study and some have now gone to their work. Mr. P’an Yun-hsi has 
returned to Kwangan; Mr. Ts’ai Pih-hsuen has gone to Tahsien to 
join the new evangelistic team and work with Mr. Simmonds ; Mr. Keo 
T’ien-t’ai is making his home in Langchung and will do similar work in 
the Northern Archdeanery ; these three were all previously workers. 
Then Mr. Ho Hsin-shuen goes to work in Kai-hsien pastorate, which 
especially sent him for training. Mr. Ma Ts’ai-seng, of Futsunyi, will 
work as before as a voluntary leader in his own country place, and may 
as invited take part in special evangelistic work. Of the two girls, 
Miss Ch’en Wei-pih has returned to her parents and may continue her 
studies, while Miss T'ang En-yuin resumes her full-time’ work as lady | 
evangelist in the Langchung Hospital. 
: This new term the students entering the first year class are all girls, 
probably five in number. One new man from the west will join the 
second year class and there is one returning student who had, for ~

from which place we go back to Chiihsien, hoping to arrive about

ordination as deacon in the fine old cathedral of Rochester. The open- | 
ing words of the epistle for to-day are, “ Therefore seeing we have 


received this ministry, as we have received mercy, we faint not.” That 


we faint not these days is only of God’s mercy. There seems to be so 
much against us, but God is on our side and we shall prevail. Do pray

' strength, as the Epistle goes on to say, “ preach Christ Jesus the Lord,” 
and bring to those among whom we work “ the light of the knowledge 
of the glory of God.

STATION NOTES. 


Day 1. Langchung. Before the summer the evangelistic work was 
quite encouraging.» Two evenings each week the Gospel was preached 
in a teashop rented for the purpose by the local vestry, and the workers 
were encouraged by a few who became inquirers. This work, we trust, 
will be continued. The Women’s Missionary Service League also has | 
-a band which goes out once a month to preach, besides their usual 
visiting work. The children’s work was flourishing ; two ‘ ‘ neighbour- 
~ hood Sunday Schools ” being held in courtyards and two weekly singing 
meetings being run in different parts of the city. The students’ service 
on Sundays was well attended. The Hospital has had a big share of 
difficulties, mainly through the shortage of Chinese nursing staff; please 
pray that two or three trained nurses may be found. During the 
summer the hospital was kept open with a skeleton staff, and Dr. 
Maddox, the Superintendent, was very pleased with the experiment. 
It is encouraging that recently the medical work has proved really 
fruitful of spiritual result. Pray that it may be more and more fruitful. 
Miss White is helping with dispensary work. 


_« Day 2. Tsienfuhch’ang. The work is not flourishing and there is 
. deep need of spiritual renewal ; we are much exercised regarding the 
future of the ministry in this place. 


Day 3. T’angch’ingpa. In this pastorate the Rev. Y. T. Keo con- 
tinues his ministry, which is voluntary work. It is hoped in November 
to hold both training classes for local leaders and a meeting for the 3 
Pastorate Council at Tanishan. At the end of the year, Mr. Liu 
Yun-shu will be giving up his salary, but will continue to live and work 
r as a voluntary evangelist and Church leader in Hung. 


Day 4. Kwangyuan. To meet the new needs of this now vo 
_ centre, the Rev. T. E. and Mrs. Lloyd, with Gordon and Peter, are 
moving here to work with the Rev. S. T. Yang, and should take up this 
appointment in October, when Miss Mitchell and Miss White move to 
their new work. To Chachua has gone an old refugee missionary of _ 


another mission and we are glad to feel that he will be able to np the 
Christians there. 


Day 5. Pachung. With the of the Lloyds, the 
Liao will be Tobbed of help on the men’s side, but Miss Mitchell will | 
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be -going for six months at least to help with the women’s work. 
Archdeacon Ts’ai’s family has returned to the old home at Ts’aichiaho, 
so the Archdeacon will be able to help Mr. Liao when he goes back to 


spend a little time with his family each year. The city church is weak 
but the work in several country churches shows some encouragement. 


Day 6. Nanpu. The Sunday School and the weekly meeting for 
young people—called the “ Vineyard ”—were running very well up to 
the summer vacation ; please pray that in the autumn when they are 
restarted there may be constant progress. Recently the Nanpu pastorate 
_ has taken responsibility for the support of their own ministry. A special 
~ collection has been instituted which provides as much again as the 
ordinary Sunday collections each month, and more. Recently city 
congregations have increased slightly. 


Futsunyi. In July, Bishop Ku visited this ie and held a con- 
_firmation service-at which there were twelve candidates. At that time, 
three days’ Bible readings were given by the old Bishop and the gather- . 
- ings closed with a Pastorate Council Meeting over which he presided. 
It was decided to try and form a voluntary preaching band. At the 
country centre of Wangchiaho, which is in Kienkoh county, several 
new adherents have been aadded through their. being healed in answer — 
_ to prayer. It is quite likely that a new centre will be opened soon at 

Shihkeo-ch’ang in the Yenting county, where there are several new 
_ inquirers. This autumn the Rev. David Hsii hopes to visit these people 
for a period of instruction. 


Day 7. Yingshaa. During July, Miss Parsons held at the country 
centre of Pachiaowan a Bible and phonetic school which lasted just a 
month and was attended by seven country girls from Christian homes. 
It was partly held with a view to trying out the National Phonetic 
characters which up till now many have declared cannot be used in 
Szechwan. These girls learned to read by this method and even 
to write simple letters. Best of all, two of the = at least decided to 
follow Christ. 


It has been decided that Mr. and Mrs. Sadler should move to 
Tachu, and prayer is asked for guadance & as to the future staffing of the 
Ying-shan Pastorate. 


Day 8. Nanchung. This Rev. An Ts’ is , 
starting his ministry in Nanchung and the Rev. F. H. Harris has just 
joined the staff to continue his studies and help Mr. Hannah, while 
Dr. John Toop goes there for his first period of language’ study. Mr. 
Cheo Tze-ch’ing, after a good period of successful work at Tung- 
kwan-ch’ang and at T’iaozstuen-pa, will be joining the East Szechwan 


* Evangelistic Band in October. The medical work of an associate 


missionary at the West Gate and the little school at the North Gate 
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‘have continued without any hindrance, and through language classes 


the ladies are in touch with several educated young men whom they 
are able to introduce to the men workers. 


Day 9. Kwangan. It is hoped to start a new ebarmetiatic effort 


with the help of three young people—Mr. P’an Yuin-hsi and his bride 
and another young man. The work in the Church is at a low ebb still, 
but there are several students who are thoroughly tterested, one at least 
having been definitely converted ; the contacts with young tits form 
the most encouraging feature of the work. 


Day 11. Kwanyinkoh. At Taishichiang, where Mr. pee Mrs. 
Mulrenan have been living and working with Mr. Wang Teh-shih, 
there has been a little encouragement in the children’s work and in the 
continued keenness of a young fellow converted in the spring. 

At Linshui, Mr. Liu Ping-huei faithfully continues his work, 

though with little visible result. for encouragement. 


Day 12. Chiihsien. A quiet work continues in this pastorate 
without any outstanding events to report. Miss Lo Hsin-chiien visited 
the outstations in the early summer and concluded her .two months 


visit to the pastorate with a week of special meetings for children in | 


the city. Miss Cheng Huai-chieh, who has given a few months’ help 
as a student-evangelist, has now been sent by the local Church to the 
Bible Institute at Langchung. Please pray that her time there may be 
profitable and that if she is to be a whole-time worker she may receive 


from the Lord an unmistakable call. Shortage of workers makes any 


aggressive work almost impossible. Mr. Derbyshire is still confined to 
the compound with his leg in plaster and Mr. Chang Hsiao-yu feels 
it right to give more time to his farm during these days of extraordinary 
difficulty; so an arrangement has been made whereby he gives half his 
time to the work of the Church, a quarter of his time to his duties as 
secretary to the Bishop and the remaining time to his own affairs. For 
the time he gives to the Church work he is wholly supported by Church 
_ funds. But if no striking advance can be made, no ground need be lost. 
Please pray that the work that can be done may ve done well and go 
deep. 


Day 13. Tachu. There i is definite encouragement with regard to 


the city church, in that, while there has not been any increase in the 


way of numbers for some time, the existing congregation under the 


guidance of the Rev. Lo Li-ping, has begun to take more responsibility © 


in relation to the questions of self-government and self-support. As they 
are none of them people who naturally like managing things, this is a 
real advance. With the removal of the Simmonds to Shuting for 
district evangelistie work, the Sadlers will be coming to Tachu, which 
will meet the chief need of a lady to co-ordinate the women’s work ; 
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whilst Mr. Sadler’s time will partly be taken up with his work as 


Mission Assistant Superintendent, he will be able to help My. Lo on 


the men’s side. | : 

Day 14. Tahsien. The Women’s School completed its second 
year of work in July, having had for the last term fifteen students, of 
whom three completed their work in the top class ; one of these has © 
gone on to the Bible Institute. In the Primary School there have been 
some eighty children, mostly from Christian homes or the children of 
old mission school boys and girls. The Sunday afternoon class for 
educated men and women has been truly successful; last June two 
young men, members of this class, were baptised; testimonies given 


at the class on the Sunday following their baptism made a deep 


impression and left no doubt as to the reality of their conversion. 


‘During October the new evangelistic work should open up and it will 


be based upon Safching-miao and reach to the Suanhan border. 

_ Suanhan. The Rev. Ch’en Nan-yi has recently written saying that 
owing to his poor health he feels unable to continue to take respon- 
sibility for the whole pastorate. Please pray that guidance may be 


given regarding the future oversight of this promising independent 


work. Probably the Hsiapa-keo church will this year provide a good | 
proportion of the expenses of Kueh T’ai-hsuin (son of Mr. Kueh 
En-san) in the Bible Institute. Mr. Ch’en gave a very encouraging 


report of his recent visit to Chowchiayin, an “ outstation’ of Shuang- 


hoch’ang. He spoke of the need of help in giving periods of instruction 
to the country churches. There has been no news recently from 


Wanyuan and Chengkow. | 


Day 15. Liangshan. One of the great disappointments of the 
summer was the deliberate lapse of one of the prominent church 
members and the necessary debarring him from Communion and office 


in the church. Friendship with visitors from other provinces seems to 


have cooled off, too, and the “love of many” of the church members 


has “ waxed cold,” that is their love to God and for the things of God. 


Patches of light are the warmth of welcome given by and the keenness 
of Christians at P’inch’inp’u; the conversion of a young fellow at 
Lotuchai where the little orphanage still is; and the keenness of. two 
young women, teachers in country schools, who welcome weekly visits 
to their school to teach the children the meaning of the Gospel. __« 
Day 16. Tienkiang. The matter which has been engaging the 


attention and drawing the minds of the workers and Christians some- 


what from other work, has been.a lawsuit brought against the Church 
to recover the property bought four years ago for the building of a new 
place of worship. The case, brought forward ‘by a gang of local bad 
characters, who are relying upon skilfully used bribes, has no. founda- 


tion at all, but it was dealt with so unsatisfactorily in the local court 
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that an appeal had to bé made to the higher court in Chungking ; 
the referred case has not yet been tried. The local vestry has done 
very well in its financial support of its workers and has been able to 
increase its contributions for Mr. Kueh En-san and to give for Miss 
Wang En-ts’eh also. The latter, alas, is suffering very badly with her 
eyes; temporarily she has retired altogether from active work as it 
seemed that she was going blind, but there is now hope that her 
eyesight will be spared ; we pray that it may be fully restored. 


Day 17. Kaihsien. The period during which she had promised 
to work in the Pastorate being fulfilled, Miss Huang K’eh-ch’ien has 
returned to her mother in Tahsien, who is growing old and needs her 
daughter’s care. Miss Huang will do voluntary part-time work with 
her old teachers and former school-fellows there.. The student-evan- 
‘gelist, Miss Liu Chieh-en will remain on for a short time. Mr. and | 
Mrs. Iliff had an encouraging visit to Honghua-yudn in June, though 
the usual summer Bible School could not be held this year. Prayer 
is asked for help about the question of premises rented for weep 
at Chang-tien-fang, the “ outstation ”’ of Wentangtsing. 


- Day 18. Wanhsien. Services have continued much as usual with 
the mainly “ refugee’ congregation. The Rev. Lin Cheng-fuh of the 
Hankow Diocese is giving useful help, having quite an enthusiasm for 
visiting. This autumn, Mr. Snow is trying to clear up many outstand- 
ing property questions both in the city and country. Mr. Robert has 
been called to Chungking to oversee the rebuilding of the C.I.M. 
‘property, now the Emergency Headquarters of the Mission, a task 
which will delay him for a few months. : 


Day 19. Fengkieh. Mr. Snow visited here as well as Yiinyang and 
-Yiinanchang in the early summer and found services continuing under 
the leadership of an ex-worker. There has been no recent news. 


Day 20. Mowchow. No work has been done in this station for 
‘a number of years. The last material traces of the Church were wiped 
out when the church buildings were burnt by the Communists in 1935; 
but the missionaries are still remembered. When on a walking tour in 
_ this district, Dr. Knights was treating a few people in a. small village 
twenty miles from Mowchow. A woman standing by said : “ This is 
like the old days when we had the church up here. What love those 
people used to show us, teaching us to read and giving us medicine !” 


Day 23. Mienyang. A request was received from the outstation 
of Hsin-tien-tsi that someone would come over on Sundays to conduct 
a service for students of a Shantung Government School, a branch of 
which has settled there. Mr. Sherwood went the first Sunday and was 
delighted to find 25 students waiting for him, some of whom were | 
Christians and others interested. He led a bright service with plenty of 
singing and a short address, after which he invited them to stand up 
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and give some account of their backgrounds. They came from Hupeh, 


work, for they will bé& moving eventually to Mienyang, where there is 


another branch of the same school, so we shall be able to get into 
touch with them at once. 


On June 28th there was a Memorial Service for Miss Gertrude 
Wells, who spent 45 years (apart from furloughs) in Mienyang. Many 
glowing tributes were paid to her, and if it was possible for anyone 
to have known her without having realised the place she filled in the 
heart and life of the Church, that service would straightway have 
enlightened him. It has been suggested that, as a memorial to her, 
the Women’s School which she started should be made secure by an 
endowment fund. 


Day 24. Anhsien. The C.M:S. ‘School has returned to 
for the autumn term.. The Anhsien authorities were anxious for it to 
stay, and promised an increased grant, as it has made a very good 
impression in the city. When the school first moved there, the 


_ assembly hall needed to be enlarged and to be provided with a Stage. 


The boys did this work themselves at a comparatively small cost, using 


wood instead of nails. The magistrate heard of this, and brought the. 


teachers of the Government schools to see what had been done and 
told them to encourage their students to undertake similar voluntary 
work. Miss Armstrong had fitted up a small chapel near the girls’. 


- dormitory. Seven girls volunteered to lead morning and evening 
prayers there, and five others attended regularly. 


Day 25. Mienchu. After being closed for three months, the 


-Hospital was re-opened in July with Dr. H. H. Chang as Superinten- 


dent. Miss B. Jackman has come on to the staff. In response to Dr. 
Chang’s suggestion that, as this is a Church hospital, parishes might 
like to support beds in it, he has already received contributions from 
three parishes of 500, 200 and 100 dollars respectively. 

_ Two theological students came again to Hopachang and conducted 
a Summer School for school children, their work being much appre- 


_ Shihfang. On Whit mie there were fens baptisms, the first 

fruits of Mr.-and Mrs. Jenkins’ work, one being of the second-in- 
command of the New Life Women’s Group. The leader of the Group 
was being prepared for baptism also, but was suddenly called away to - 
Chungking. 


Day 26. Tehyang. hin Fugl writes: “ The Biblewoman and I 


have lately made a new effort to gain an entrance into some of the 


many homes which hitherto have been closed to us. Although we have 
not seen much actual fruit of our labour, we have anyway the satis- 


Shantung, Honan and Anhui. This is rather an important piece of: | 
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faction of knowing that the Gospel has been preached to these people. 
We are grieved to see the prison filled almost beyond capacity with 
men and women, many of whom are ill. One woman has already died 
and another, we fear, will have gone before our next visit. How one 
would love to know that the love of Christ has not been preaceer to 
them in vain !” 


Day 28. Sintu. A number of officers and students of the Central 
Military Academy were baptised at Easter. Some of the officers have 
since been transferred to Chengtu. Please pray that they may be 
enabled to continue their Christian witness. 


Day 29. Chongkiang. It is interesting to note the way some 
people are won, sometimes as the result of meetings which seemed at 
the time to bear no fruit. A woman first heard the Gospel at an out- 
station: three or. four years ago, when she had gone there to attend a 
--temple festival. She went to the church day after day to listen to the 
message, and later heard the Gospel preached again at a village near © 
her home. She then spoke to the workers and asked to have her name | 
entered: as an inquirer. After that, she attended church and classes 
regularly, walking in ten miles each way, and often bringing two neigh- 
bours with her. She has now received baptism. Every June there 


is a big temple festival in the city ; this year it was specially crowded, 


and the church and preaching hall were full all day long. Workers 
and other Christians took turns in preaching, and those who could not | 
preach helped by acting as ushers. Since then, a woman has been 
coming to church, saying that she wishes to give up her Buddhist 
vegetarian vows and to believe the Truth. Three other people who have 
lately put down their names were brought by a bright, smiling young 
Christian woman who came one Sunday and said: “ I’ve brought these 
three relatives of mine ; they want to be Christians too.” The sale of 
Bibles continues in spite of the price of the favourite ‘pocket Bible 
having gone up recently from 1/4 to 4/-. 


Day 30. Chengtu. Thanks to the financial assistance of Arch- 

bishop Mowll and friends in Australia, of Mrs. Lutley’s mother in 
America, and of the Diocesan Association, we have been able without 
delay to comply with Government orders for the widening of the 
street in which the church stands, and have rebuilt the walls, gates 
and preaching kall in a way that has called forth appreciative comment 
from members of our own and other churches. Bishop Song was able | 
to get one of the best calligraphists in Chengtu (a man of over 80) 
to write up the Chinese characters for “Chong Hua Sheng Kung 
Hui” on the main gate, and these are a work of real art. Preaching 
hall work and Bible Classes continue to be ithe means of leading men 
and women into an experimental knowledge of Christ. An officer was 
recently converted through attending the marriage of a relation. After 
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- the service, the newly-married couple invited guests to their home and 
conducted family worship themselves before the latter left. The officer 
— was so impressed on this occasion that he sought further instruction 
from the missionaries, and gave a helpful witness at his — some 
months later. |
